Although  this  is  a  considerable  addition  to  the  foimer  nuni 
bers,  the  Visitors  do  not  find  the  Male  Patients  increase  so  rapid 
as  the  Females,  but  they  believe  a  steady  increase  of  both  sexc 
may  be  expected. 

The  alterations  in  the  Working  Establishment  have  quite  a:* 
swered  the  expectations  which  were  formed  ;  and  the  necessai 
house-work  for  so  large  a  number  is  performed  with  great  eaj 
and  comfort  to  the  establishment. 

The  Visitors  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintenc 
ent  which  accompanies  this  Report  for  the  details  of  the  numb'.‘ 
of  Patients  during  the  year,  with  the  changes  by  receiving  * 
discharge,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  Mortality  among  tl 
Patients.  The  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  make  a  redu-« 
tion  in  the  charge  for  Maintenance  which,  during  the  la  i 
quarter,  has  been  fixed  at  9s.  9d.  per  head  per  week,  and  tho 
hope  that  a  further  reduction  will  soon  be  effected. 

The  general  state  of  the  Asylum  and  the  Establishment,  ar  i 
the  conduct  of  the  Officers,  are  veiy  good ;  and  the  care  take 
of,  and  the  attention  paid  to,  the  Patients  very  satisfactory.

The  Bakehouse  has  been  transferred  to  the  Centre  Com 
where  the  old  Steam-boilers  were.  It  is  fitted  with  two  Ove:- 
(one  for  Baking  the  Meat  for  the  Wards),  and  an  Hydraul 
Lift,  communicating  with  the  Kitchen  above.  One  of  Steven 
Bread-Making  Machines  is  also  in  use.  The  arrangements 
the  new  Bakehouse  are  most  excellent.  It  is  well  light.: 
with  a  Glass  roof. 

The  fittings  in  the  Kitchen  (originally  intended  for  3’ 
Patients)  have  been  extended  by  the  addition  of  four  nei 
Steamers.  A  separate  Vegetable  Cleaning-Boom  has  be 
fitted  in  the  basement  (formerly  used  as  a  Coal- Cellar),  whi 
is  well  lighted  and  heated. 
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The  Laandry  has  been  provided  with  Steam- Washing  Laundry. 
Jdachinery,  viz.,  a  Dash- Wlieel,  a  Washing-Machine,  and  two 
p  ringing  Machines, — by  means  of  which  thirty  sheets^  conld 
je  washed  and  dried,  and  ready  for  use,  in  an  hour.  The 
iiling  of  the  Ironing- Room  has  been  removed,  and  the  Room 
pened  to  the  roof,  and  a  Glass- Lantern  added  for  light  and 
entilation. 

The  Drying- Yard  has  also  been  enlarged;  and  the  Laundry 
now  in  every  way  equal  to  the  heavy  requirements  of  the 
Istablishment. 


The  new  Steam-Boilers,  placed  in  a  detached  Building  com- 
Lunicating  with  the  Laundry,  supply  Hot  Water  and  Steam 
r  every  part  of  the  House,  including  all  the  Wards,  the 
litchen,  and  the  Laundry,  and  the  small  Engine  which  works 
e  Laundry  Machinery.

THE  REPORT 


OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Sussex  County  Asylum, 
20th  June,  1864. 

We  have  found  this  Asylum,  at  our  visit  to-day ,  in  very  good 
order,  making  allowance  for  the  very  recent  completion  of  the 
additional  wing  on  the  Female  side,  which  was  opened  to  the 
reception  of  patients  on  Friday  last,  and  for  other  improvements 
still  in  progress.  The  inmates  of  both  divisions  were  quiet  and 
well-behaved;  their  personal  condition,  notwithstanding  the 
large  proportion  of  troublesome  and  demented  cases,  was  on 
the  whole  satisfactory,  and  we  had  pleasure  in  observing  that 
the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit  had  all  more  or  less  re¬ 
ceived  attention. 

Since  that  date  89  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  77  have 
been  discharged;  and  55  have  died;  the  respective  numbers  of 
males  and  females  having  been  72  and  17  under  the  first  head; 
56  and  21  under  the  second;  and  15  and  17  under  the  third. 
The  recoveries  have  been  32.  In  two  of  the  deaths,  owing  to 
the  suddenness,  in  one  from  epilepsy,  and  in  the  other  from 
disease  of  the  heart,  inquests  were  held  and  verdicts  returned 
accordingly.  A  third  case  became  the  subject  of  correspond¬ 
ence  between  our  Board  and  the  Committee.  The  rest  of  the 
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deaths  presented  nothing  unusual — the  majority  being  from 
general  paralysis,  epilepsy,  disease  of  the  heart,  hemiplegia, 
phthisis,  mania,  exhaustion,  and  senile  decay. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  to-day  are  459  ;  225  being  males 
and  234  females ;  and  we  have  seen  them  all  at  our  visit,  ex¬ 
cepting  one  of  each  sex,  absent  on  leave ;  the  six  others,  10 
absent  and  resident  in  cottages  occupied  by  married  attendants 
on  the  farm,  having  been  also  seen  by  us.  The  quantity  of  ad¬ 
ditional  accommodation  provided  by  the  new  wing  appears  to 
be  estimated  at  120  beds,  to  which  are  to  be  added  10  beds 
obtained  by  appropriation  of  the  old  workshoj)s,  these  last 
representing  all  the  new  space  gained  on  the  male  side  ;  but  it 
struck  us  that  the  beds  were  placed  too  closely  in  the  principal 
female  Dormitory,  and  this  estimate  will  probably  have  to  be 
reduced.  The  result  is  that  for  the  present  there  are  vacant  on 
the  male  side  10  beds,  and  on  the  female  111.  The  new  Dor¬ 
mitories,  and  especially  the  Infirmary,  are  spacious,  well-venti¬ 
lated,  and  cheerful,  and  are  in  course  of  being  supplied 
with  good  and  comfortable  furniture.  But  the  new  Dining 
Hall  in  this  division,  which  formed  part  of  the  proposed  addi¬ 
tion,  has  not  yet  been  begun,  and  we  suggest  that  there  should 
be  no  further  avoidable  delay  in  this  respect.  Enlarged  Day 
Room  accommodation  is  rendered  absolutely  necessary  by  the 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  female  patients ;  and  when  the 
new  dining-hall  is  completed,  it  will  be  desirable  that  the 
spaces  between  their  wards,  on  the  several  floors,  at  present 
used  as  dining-rooms,  should  be  turned  into  day  rooms,  com¬ 
mon  to  both  wards  by  removing  the  partition  walls.  Another 
suggested  change,  of  which  we  should  strongly  approve,  would 
be  the  acquisition  of  greater  space  and  light  at  the  now  gloomy 
end  of  ward  No.  VI.,  occupied  by  the  worst  class  of  patients, 
by  throwing  down  the  portico  at  the  opening  into  the  airing 
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yard,  and  substituting  a  corridor  of  comminncation  witli  tlie  new 
wing  lighted  from  above . 

We  were  glad  to  observe  the  progress  made  in  constructing 
and  laying  out  for  planting  a  terraced  yard  to  No.  VI ;  and  that 
the  airing  court  designed  for  use  of  the  inmates  in  the  new 
building  will  be  formed  upon  a  portion  of  the  garden  ground. 
W e  take  this  occasion  strongly  to  recommend  that  in  the  prin¬ 
cipal  female  airing  court  some  trees  and  flowers  should  be 
planted  along  the  borders  of  the  walks;  that  the  patients 
should  be  invited  and  encouraged  to  resort  to  this  court  as  well 
in  the  mornings  as  the  evenings,  especially  at  the  present  season, 
and  that  with  this  view  some  shade  and  protection  from  the  sun 
be  provided  here. 

Adverting  to  subjects  named  and  suggestions  made  at  the 
last  visit,  we  find  that  some  additional  domestic  furniture  and 
small  objects  of  attraction  or  interest  have  been  placed  in  the 
wards,  that  orders  have  been  given  for  a  bagatelle-board  in  each 
of  the  female  wards,  one  having  already  been  supplied ;  that 
between  £50  and  £60  has  been  expended  in  the  planting  of 
new  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  grounds  and  cemetery,  much  still 
remaining  to  be  done  in  this  respect,  especially  in  the  way  of 
evergreens;  that  on  the  male  side,  new,  roomy,  and  well- 
lighted  workshops  have  been  constructed  ;  that  more  than  100 
acres  of  land  have  been  added  by  purchase  to  the  farm,  ex¬ 
tending  the  farm  employment  and  its  profitable  results ;  that 
the  kitchen  boilers  and  fittings  have  been  made  more  efficient ; 
that  the  laundry  has  been  provided  with  new  machines  worked 
by  steam;  and  that  the  improvement  frequently  suggested  of 
heightening  the  laundry  roof  is  now  actually  in  hand,  and  is 
expected  to  be  finished  in  a  fortnight,  including,  as  we  hope, 
means  of  properly  lighting  from  the  roof. 
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We  have  to  add  that  one  suggestion  has  failed  to  receive  the 
attention  to  which  the  importance  of  the  subject  entitled  it, 
and  we  must  again  press  the  expediency  of  providing  a  better 
dead-house  with  conveniences,  of  which  the  absence  is  at  pre¬ 
sent  greatly  felt  by  friends  of  the  deceased. 

We  do  not  find  that  there  is  yet  any  material  decrease  in  the 
numbers  taking  no  part  in  active  employment,  but  means  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  taken  by  reading  in  the  wards,  as  well  as  by  classes 
for  instruction,  to  give  something  in  the  nature  of  occupation  to 
those  otherwise  without  any  resource  (unhappily  a  large  class 
here),  and  the  Chaplain’s  exertions  in  this  direction  deserve  much 
praise.  As  many  as  50  of  both  sexes  now  attend  these  classes. 
Correction  of  the  habits  of  the  imbecile,  demented,  and  paral¬ 
ysed,  seems  also  to  be  kept  up  with  success  by  means  of  efficient 
night  supervision  ;  the  returns  of  wet  cases  for  the  week  pre¬ 
ceding  our  visit  showing  seldom  more  than  two  during  the  night 
on  either  side,  and  the  dirty  cases  being  extremely  unfrequent. 
All  the  patients  are  bathed  and  their  body  linen  changed  twice  a 
week ;  and  we  record  with  much  satisfaction  that  in  both  divisions 
each  patient,  without  exception,  is  bathed  in  fresh  water. 

Li  connection  with  this  subject  the  attendants  on  both  sides 
may  be  named  as  generally  of  a  respectable  and  superior  class, 
in  which  changes  are  rarely  made — the  result  of  a  liberal 
treatment  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  who  have  lately,  also 
complying  with  a  suggestion  made  at  former  visits,  allowed 
board  wages  during  the  ten  days’  yearly  leave  given  to  the 
nurses.  The  head  attendants,  in  both  divisions,  are  evidently 
experienced  and  capable,  and  on  the  men’s  side,  more  especially, 
this  officer  appears  to  give  unremitting  care  and  zeal  to  the 
provision  and  arrangement  of  the  amusements  as  well  as  the 
occupation  of  the  patients  generally. 
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The  numbers  of  men  engaged  in  trades  are  now  more  than 
50,  and  the  working  party  in  the  fields  averages  the  same 
number;  the  laundry  and  kitchen  women  amount  to  nearly 
50,  and  there  are  more  than  120  women  engaged  in  needle¬ 
work  and  household  work.  The  Sunday  attendance  at  Chapel 
show  about  350  of  both  sexes,  and  the  week-day  attendances 
about  150.  Between  60  and  70  of  each  sex  appear  to  join  in 
the  Sunday  walks  beyond  the  grounds  of  the  Asylum ;  and 
between  two  and  three  hundred  are  said  to  take  exercise  about 
the  grounds  for  the  most  part  daily. 

Restraint  is  not  employed  here,  and  the  instances  entered  of 
seclusion  are  neither  frequent,  nor  for  other  than  short  periods. 
The  numbers  under  treatment  for  bodily  disorders  are  at  present 
small,  and  the  health  of  the  Asylum  generally  is  good. 

W e  continue  to  receive  an  impression  in  all  respects  favourable 
of  Dr.  Robertson’s  ability  in  the  conduct  of  this  Asylum,  and 
in  the  selection  of  its  officers.  We  were  accompanied  round 
the  wards  by  his  medical  Assistant  as  well  as  himself ;  and  the 
familiarity  with  every  case,  and  evident  acquaintance  with  all 
the  patients  shown  by  Dr.  Browne,  we  thought  highly  credit¬ 
able  to  him.
